Council OKs law 


to control parks 


A grand champ 


A new ordinance was approved 
last week by Romulus City Council 
that will regulate and control use 
and operation of all public parks 
within the community. 

The park ordinance was hailed by 
Councilman Jimmie Raspberry as a 
‘‘starting point”, pointing out that 
the measure can always be added to 
in the future. 

Under the new ordinance, all 
parks will be closed between 10 p.m. 
and 5 a m except when late softball 
games at Elmer Johnson Park 
dictate otherwise. 

In that event, the Recreation Dept, 
will notify the city 24 hours in ad- 
vance of the late games. Then, the 
city will notify the Wayne County 


Sheriffs Dept., the law enforcement 
agency entrusted with patrolling the 
park. 

The new park ordinance was 
drafted by Charles Lowther, city 
attorney, in close cooperation with 
the Recreation Dept., the sheriff’s 
office, and the Romulus Police, Fire 
and Safety Commission. 

Persons violating rules and 
regulations of the park ordinance 
can be found guilty of a 
misdemeanor and can be fined up to 
$500, or 90 days in jail, or both. 

Forbidden under the park or- 
dinance are: the injury, defacing 
or destruction of park buildings, 
signs and equipment, or trees,

New computer is causing 
city financial headaches 


A new computer that hat not lived 
up to expectations and its inability to 
crank out printouts got its share of 
criticism before Romulus City 
Council last week reluctantly ap- 
proved a warrant for $866,000. 

Mayor William M. Oakley and 
several council members agreed 
their tasks involving financial 
matters would be easier if they had a 
computer printout to help them 
make decisions. 

The new B-80 computer purchased 
last year from Burroughs for $64,000 
has given the city nothing but 
trouble. Help promised by 
Burroughs in operational 
procedures has not satisfied city 
officials either. 

Oakley said the city might be 
better off getting a new computer. 

Coupled with those negatives is 
the almost sure resignation of the 


city's new finance director, Richard 
Sullivan. He won the Democrat 
nomination for supervisor of Huron 
Township and is considered almost a 
shoo-in in the fall election. 

During discussion before passage 
of the large warrant authorizing 
payment of a multitude of bills and 
salaries, the mayor told council that 
he had talked with Sullivan for two 
hours earlier in the day. 

“I am very concerned about his 
leaving,” said Oakley. “I would like 
to have a person work with him 
before he leaves.” 

Councilman Ed Rush said extra 
funds to pay a person to work with 
Sullivan would be “money well 
spent”. He cited the possibility of the 
city borrowing a financial expert 
from a large corporation for two to 
three years, a plan followed by

many local governments in the last 
few years. 

Rush said he was hesitant in 
voting for approval of the large 
warrant with no computer printout 
available. 

Oakley commented, “Sullivan 
said there was money available for 
the warrant. My first’obligation is to 
keep the operation going ” 

Concern also was voiced by 
Councilman Jimmie Raspberry. “I 
can’t understand everyone saying 
the computer doesn’t work.” 

He said there were other avenues 
open to the city to remedy the 
computer foulup He admitted the 
lack of a computer printout “puts us 
in limbo”. 

The mayor commented in 
discussion that Sullivan “had done 
what he wasn’t supposed to, won the 
election”.

Senior is irate at tax break 


to major corporations in city

A lone senior citizen took on the 
entire Romulus City Council last 
week, blasting that body for giving 
large tax breaks to big companies, 
but neglecting seniors on fixed in- 
comes. 

Andrew Funchar charged 
“railroading” by council in its brief 
discussion on a request from two 
Gener.il Motors Corp. represen- 
tatives! immediately prior to his 
appearance before that body. 

Bob Brueck, manager of com- 
munity and government relations 
for Detroit Diesel Allison, and Phil 
Hoffman of GM’s tax section had 
presented a request for a 50-percent 
tax abatement on an expansion of 
the firm’s engineering building at it 
s Romulus plant. 

Brueck’s request and Funchar’s 
remarks came during a public 
hearing before the regular council 
session Tuesday night. A short time 
later durinng the regular meeting, 
council approved a tax break for the 
giant firm, similar to those given for 
building of the original plant and 
several subsequent expansion 
projects. 

Funchar pointed out that 
(Conglomerates like GM, Federal- 
Mogul, and Kelsey Hayes are 
making record profits. He charged 
that council was being “wined and 
dined” by large corporations who 
wanted favors. He said he wanted 


the same consideration for senior 
citizens. 

Chairman Mary Ann Banks ex- 
plained that GM was only asking for 
the same tax break it had received 
previously on its whole plant. 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
said council* ‘went along” with l.arge 
firms on their, tax abatement 
requests because of the many 
benefits received by Romulus, 
mainly in large amounts of taxes. 

Funchar replied that the amount 
now paid oy Detroit Diesel would be 
double if the firm had not been given 
special consideration. 


Raspberry explained thpt current 
state legislation permits local 
governmental bodies to grant tax 
breaks to give additional incentive 
to large companies to build and 
expend in their communities. 

He assured Funchar that senior 
citizens would be the recipients of 
tax reductions soon because one of 
two tax -cutting proposals appearing 
on the November ballot would surely 
get voter approval. 

Raspberry told Funchar that he 
would not have voted for the tax 
breaks if GM had not shown him the

Expansion of Detroit Diesel 
Allison’s 238,000 square foot 
engineering building in Romulus 
to include a new test wing has 
been announced by Donald J 
Atwood, general manager and 
General Motors vice president. 

The 60,000 square foot test wing 
will permit the use of more 
sophisicated testing equipment to 
help DDA meet federal diesel 
emission standards, Atwood 
explained. 


The new test wing is expected 
to begin taking shape next month 
and completions is scheduled for 
mid-1982, he said. *

is one of the four major struc- 
tures on the company’s 375-acre 
parcel of ground on Ecorse Road 
west of the C & O Railroad. 

Atwood said the expansion is 
not expected to add a significant 
number of new jobs to the more 
than 2,800 now located at DDA.

Start your puppy off right! Feed it 
a puppy diet and vitamins until it is 
at least 6 months of age. Do not give 
calcium tablets. Over sup- 
plimentation is as bad as under 
supplementation and will lead to 
structural problems. Calcium 
phosphorus and Vitamin D must be 
fed in a balanced ratio. 

Chew toys such as rawhides, hard 
rubber balls and toys are fine to give 
your puppy. Don’t give your pup an 
old shoe or knotted sock. It will not 
be able to tell the old toy from the 
new apparel. Limit the number of 
things your pup can chew on to avoid 
confusing it. 

To discipline the puppy, you can 
tap it on the nose with your hand or a 
fly swatter, give a strong verbal 


command ‘NO’, or use a squirt gun. 
You do not need to strike the pet 
hard. At this age in life, its main 
concern is to please you. Using a 
newspaper is not a good idea since it 
can cause paper boys a problem in 
the future. 

Puppies normally are very active, 
but can tire quickly. They will sleep 
soundly after playing. They are very 
inquisitive and will eat just about 
anything. Keep such things as fish 
hooks, plants and cleaning materials 
out of reach. 

Puppies can be started on their 
vaccinations as early as 6 weeks of 
age. A fecal sample can be tested for 
worm eggs at the sametime as the 
first vaccination. Early protection is 
recommended for your pet’s safety. 

Remember that love and affection 
are important to the normal, healthy 
development of your pet.

Council, clerk are at odds

For the second time in a week, the 
Romulus City Council and Clerk 
Leonard J. Folmar were at each 
other's throats. 

Last Tuesday night, the clerk 
came in for a roasting by council for 
his decision to take his entire staff 
outside of city hall Monday to a 
seminar. A week earlier, council 
took the urban renewal program 
away from Folmar^ irate at his 
taking a city truck to pick up debris. 

Folmar defended his actions by 
explaining that his employes 
received “tremendous benefits’* for 
the educational seminar session and 
that services to the general public 
would be improved. 

The roast began when Councilman 
Ray Cantrell questioned Folmar’s 
decision in having his staff attend 
the seminar. 

Questioned by. Councilman Ed 
Rush as to where he held the 


seminar, Folmar would only answer 
“outside” (of the building). 

The Roman learned after the 
council session that the clerk and his 
staff met at the Hilton Inn at the 
airport complex. 

When Cantrell inquired as to 
expenses for the seminar. Folmar 
said he w ould worry about that when 
the bills were due. Later in the 
discussion, he said he would pay for 
the seminar’s expenses out of his 
own pocket. 

‘It’s simpler for me to pay them 
than to ask council,” said the clerk. 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
rapped the clerk for not bringing the 
seminar to the attention of the 
mayor. 

Asked about his policy on such 
matters, Mayor William M. Oakley 
said he did not believe that offices of 
elected officials should be left 
unattended. 

Oakley said he was informed 
about 9 a.m. Monday that all 
telephone calls to the clerk’s office

shrubs and flowers; vandalism, 
making the perpetrator liable for a 
amount equal to three times the cost 
of damage; deposit of earth, gar- 
bage, sewage, refuse or other 
noxious material in the parks, ex- 
cept for proper receptacles; cam- 
ping; fires, except in approve 
receptacles designed for cooking; 
selling in parks without a license. 

Also taboo under the park or- 
dnance are hunting; gambling; 
disorderly conduct; carrying of 
firearms and explosives; operation 
of snowmobiles and mini-bikes, 
except where authorized; cats or 
dogs except on leashes; horses, 
except on bridle paths; livestock; or 
signs.

The new park ordinance will 
become effective immediately upon 
publication in the local official 
newspaper. 

Under the disorderly, conduct 
section of the ordinance, the making 
of loud noises will apply to amplified 
electronic equipment.

Gas tax revenues dipping 
with sagging economy 


Area cities shared in some $130 
million in gasoline and diesel tax 
revenues in Michigan for the April- 
June period, down 11 percent and 26 
percent, compared to a year ago and 
continuing a downward trend from 
the previous quarter. 

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation reported that in the 
last quarter, gasoline tax revenues 
fell 12 percent, while diesel fuel 
taxes were down 14 percent. 

The amount of gasoline taxed 
dropped from 1,110 million gallons to 
983 million gallons during the April- 
June 1980 period, cutting gas tax 
yield from $121,659,162 to 
$108,250,362. 

Similarly, diesel usage fell from 
92,400,000 gallons to 72,900,000 
gallons, dropping revenues from 
$8,300,498 to $6,145,488. Also adding 
to the diesel tax revenue decrease 
was the reduced tax on truck fuel 
from 9 to 5 cents a gallon, enacted in 
legislation this spring. 

Partially making up the loss in 
diesel fuel tax revenues was 
$1,943,989 in carrier license fees, 
authorized in the same legislation. 
Michigan truckers now pay a $92 fee 
and out-of-state truckers $12, 
making them eligible for the 
reduced diesel fuel tax. 

Revenues from weight taxes 
(license plate fees) rose 13.4 percent 
in the second quarter from 
$38,478,135 in 1979 to $43,627,065 this 
year. The new method of basing the 


licensing period to coincide with the 
driver’s birthday accounted for 
most of the increase in weight taxes. 

Nearly 117,000 miles of highways, 
roads and streets are maintained by 
the state, counties and 
municipalities in Michigan.

The hoopla surrounding Chrysler 
Corp.’s recent unveiling of its K-cars 
was missing Monday, but the en-

"world car” rolled off the assembly 
line at its Wayne Assembly Plant. 

The 1981 Ford Escort and Lincoln- 
Mercury Lynx will be built at the 
automaker’s Wayne plant, and while 
it doesn’t mean what the K-cars do 
to Chrysler — the firm’s survival — 
the production is a shot in the arm to 
Western Wayne County. 


The car already is in production at 
Ford’s Saarluis, Germany, plant, 
and a second plant in Halewood, 
England, will begin production of 
world cars on Monday. The Wayne 
plant will share the honors of 
producing the car stateside, with the 
automaker’s plant in Metuchen, N.J. 
Production will begin at that plant

The highly touted world car is a 
front-wheel drive vehicle with 
independent rear suspension The 
No. 2 automaker has spent $3 billion 
in developing the w'orld car, in- 
vesting $650 million to retool its 
Dearborn engine plant to equip the 
Escort with 1.3 liter or an optional 
1.6 liter 4-cylinder engine 

The company also took eight 
months to retool the Wayne plant for t 
the new model, expending $46 
million and adding 17,500 square feet 
of space to the plant’s 1.994,000 
million square feet to accommodate 
production. 

The retooling included a new 
automated 6-stage welding line and 
a highly sophisticated and unique; 
systems for trans-axle subassembly 
and engine decking. Most of the 
trans-axle (both the transmission 
and the front axle) assembly 
process is semi-automated. A 13- 
station engine decking conveyor is 
equipped to raise the engine to the 
vehicle. The decking from below is a 
new procedure In previous models 
engines were lowered down into the 
car frame from above 

The automaker also has added 
seven programmable robots for spot 
welding of the front structure, and a 
second line of robots to perform 
w-elding for new bodies 

The car will be in Ford dealer 
showrooms on Oct. 17, and presale 
publicity will center on what Ford 
officials term "the very highest 
levels of quality” in production 

The automaker has involved 
hourly employees at the Wayne 
plant in an unique Quality Upgrade 
Operator Program to "insure the 
highest possible level of quality” 
Some 248 employees, 124 per shift at 
the plant, work with supervisors to 
assure that each production zone 
completes its operations properly 

Hourly employees were selected 
for the upgrade operator program 
based on their experience and 
ability, communicative skills, 
relationships with other employees 
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and their willingness to perform new 
functions. 

According to William E. Scollard, 
vice-president of body and assembly 
operations for the Ford Motor Co., 
"... We have gone to great lengths to 
carry our quality message to every 
man and w'oman involved in the 
operation ... More than 60 percent of 
our employees have been involved in 
special intensified training 
programs.” 

Scollard added that the upgrade 
operators will serve as instructors 
for new operators, help operators 
with tooling or material problems 
and assure that the correct stock is 
at each station. In short, the func- 
tions they will perform "are directly 
related to eliminating the things that 
can go wrong on the assembly 
lines.” 

As the first 1981 car, a Ford Escort 
rolled off the assembly line, Scollard 
praised the employees at the Wayne 
plant for their cooperation and 
enthusiasm. Some 4,160 hourly 
employees on two shifts are 
producing the Escort and Lynx. 
That figure includes 300 employees 
who were added specifically 
because of the new production. 

"In my 30 years with Ford I have 
never seen a work force more 
devoted to making a quality product 
than these Wayne plant employees,” 
Scollard said, drawing a loud cheer 
from assembly line workers who had 
gathered for the ceremony. 


Joe Barson, president of UAW 
Local 900, representing employees 
at the Wayne plant, told those 
assembled at the factory that "this 
is the first time I’ve seen the 
membership so enthused about a 
new car.” 

He chided the news media for 
reports that America autoworkers 
have not been building quality 
cars, saying that "this plant will 
prove them wrong; we will build a 
quality car.” v 

Barson shared the honors of 
driving the Escort off the line with 
Scollard in a show of union- 
management support for the new 
car The changes at the factory and 
hopes of a good production year for 
the two models is a good sign for the 
City of Wayne, which collects some 
$2.7 million in taxes from the 
automaker for the Wayne Assembly 
plant and its "next door neighbor”, 
the Michigan Truck plant. 

While the future of the American 
automakers still is cloudy, Ford is 
pinning its hopes on the Escort and 
Lynx to recapture the small, full 
official car market the Japanese 
automakers have cornered in the 
past few years. 

And one proud autoworker issued 
a challenge not only to the Japanese 
but to the automaker’s American 
competition, saying: "We can do 
anything Chrysler can do ... 10 times 
better.” 



Realtors continue their push 
for immediate tax relief 


The nation s realtors are continuing to push for 
noninflationary tax relief accompanied by a 
slowdown in the growth of proposed federal spen- 
ding. 

"In the midst of one of the areas hardest hit by the 
recession, we think it imperative that government 
take immediate action to speed recovery,” said 
John J. Halser, president of the 4,500-member 
Western Wayne Oakland County Board of Realtors 
(WWOCBR). 

"Faced with high unemployment and overall 
slowdown of the economy, we know' that thousands 
of local residents are stymied in their desire to 
move into improved housing. Others are having 
increased difficulty in retaining their home equity 
while meeting eveVydaj living expenses. 

"Sellers w'ho can’t wait for an improved market 
are finding it difficult to realize their full home 
equity because of the reduced number of would-be 
buyers capable of entering the piarket now'. To aid 
all of these people, we must take action now and not 
wait for the recession to run its natural course.” 

In testifying before the State Finance Committee, 
a spokesman for the 700, 000- member National 
Association of Realtors said: 

"Clearly the depths of the recession not only 
creates a need for tak relief now, but it also insures 
that an appropriately structured package, 
proriding about $22 billion in tax relief beginning 
October 1, will have no siginificant inflationary 
impact.” 

He said that a modest and simple tax relief 
program not would allow' for careful consideration 
of larger, more complex tax reductions next year. 

A six-point program offered by the Realtors in- 
cluded the following tax relief steps: 

Allow 15-year straight-line depreciation on all 
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structures — rental housing, commercial, in- 
dustrial and agricultural;' 

Allow phase-in Of five year depreciation on 
equipment; 

Allow current expensing of construction period 
interest and taxes; \ 

Increase to $500 (and $1,000 for joint returns) the 
amount of interest and dividend earnings ex- 
cludable from federal taxable income, (legislation 
passed earlier set these figures at $200 and $400); 

Decrease personal income rates to offset the in- 
crease in tax rates due to inflation during the recent 
12 months , 

Eliminate the $10,000 ceiling on the deductability 
of investment interest expense. 

These steps, the Realtors state, would simplify 
the tax code, take away the windfall tax receipts 
government receives from higher inflation, en- 
courage construction and provide significant tax 
relief for middle and low-income families, the 
elderly and minorities. 

Seen as aiding the entire economy, they also 
would shorten the recession by three months, 
reduce consumer price levels two percent, increase 
spendable income $275 per family by the end of the 
first year and $600 by the end of the fifth year, and 
provide help for such crippled industries as steel 
and automobiles, according to the Realtors.

pensive cameras on the market 
today that will serve you well for a 
long time. 

Let’s understand that when we 
speak of simple cameras and its use 
for outdoor snapshots, I don’t want 
to put false limitations on the ver- 
satility of these cameras. The fact 
that a simple camera has only one 
shutter speed, usually l-50th second, 
which is not a fast shutter speed does 
not stop you from making stop ac- 
tion shots. There are four things you 
can do about photographing action: 

(1) You can position yourself so 
that the action is coming toward 
your camera, rather than moving 
past it. This will minimize the ap- 
parent movement in your picture. 

(2) Try photographing the peak of 
action, like jumping, diving or 
swinging a tennis racket. There is an 
instance when the action is at it’s 
peak. Even a l-50th second can 
freeze this moment in your 
photograph; 

(3) You can let the action blur. The 
blur itself can often add to the 
feeling of motion to make a suc- 
cessful photograph; 

(4) You can move with the action. 
As the subject is moving you can 
follow it with your camera at the 
same speed as the subject. This way 
when you release the shutter you 
will have stopped the action. 
However, the movement of the 
camera will blur everything in the 
picture that isn’t moving at the same 
speed as the subject. 

Next week we will talk about some 
other ways to get good pictures from 
your Instamatic type camera. If you 
have a question on photography 
please direct them to me in care of 
this newspaper. 


generally agree on the need for a 
mutual cutting of the apron strings. 
“The empty nest syndrome is not as 
widespread as we’re often led to 
believe,” he adds 

Although individual reactions 
vary, Schiamberg says parents may 
experience a very mild form of 
"grief” when their child moves 
away from home, especially it that 
child is their only or last one. 

“Parents face a change in their 
routine, a change in their 
relationship with their child, and 
there may be some sadness con- 
nected with the passing of that 
relationship,” he explains. 

Schiamberg says fathers are less 
likely to experience a sense of loss 
than mothers. “Traditionally, a 
woman’s identity is more closely 
fused with child-rearing than a 
man’s, but this is changing as more 
women enter the work force,” he 
points out. 

College students living away from 
home for the first time may notice a 
feeling of homesickness, especially 
during orientation, but “by 
registration, they’re usually con- 
centrating on other things,” 
Schiamberg says. 

And, he suggests parents not be 
overly concerned if they don’t 
receive a letter or visit from their 
offspring during the first few 
months of the transition from home 
to dormitory or apartment. 

“In the beginning, children may 
feel they have to prove their in- 
dependence. They may not write 
home for three months, or if they 
phone their parents, they’ll insist on 
paying for the call,” he explains. 

Parents have two choices. “They 
can view their child’s quest for in- 
dependence as a problem or what it 
actually is — part of the normal 
development process,” Schiamberg 
says.

A Systems Perspective,” due for 
publication in 1981.

I was asked “Why should I buy a 
camera that can do more than I 
want it to do?” You should think 
about this when you are considering 
a new camera purchase.

Motorists in Michigan and those visiting in the 
state are urged to cooperate in the State Police 
"OPERATION CARE” program for traffic safety 
during the Labor Day weekend, Friday, August 29 
through Monday, September 1.

"CARE” goals involve policing the 55 miles per 
hour speed limit, motorists who drive under the 
influence of intoxicants, following too closely, 
improper lane usage, improper passing and

Motorists are reminded by Capt. Paul Ruge, 
comander of the State Police traffic services, that 
seat belt usage can be protective of their safety in 
event of accident. He noted that of the 42 persons 
killed in traffic accidents in Michigan during the 
July 4 and Memorial Day periods this year, only one 
Was wearing a safety belt. 

This paralleled the negative statistics of last year, 
he said, when study of the 60 persons killed in ac- 
cidents during the summer holiday periods 
disclosed only one had been wearing a belt. Use of 
thebelts in some of those fatal accidents might have 
saved some lives, he felt.

Veterans planning to live or work in a foreign 
country should check before leaving with the 
Veterans Administration to find out which benefits 
are available outside of the United States, 

Gordon Clowney, director of the VA regional 
office in Detroit, said veterans with service con- 
nected disabilities should obtain a statement of 
their disabilities from the office maintaining their 
medical records, even for a vacation. 

The statement will enable the veteran to obtain 
emergency treatment or hospitalization at VA 
expense. Proper application for medical benefits 
and the statement must be presented to the United 
States Embassy or consular office in a foreign 
country. The application should be made within 72 
hours of need. 

Clowney said . the Veterans Memorial hospital in 
Manila is the only overseas hospital where VA-paid 
care is available to veterans with non-service 
connected disabilities. Admission is on a space 
available basis and only if the veteran cannot afford 
other hospitalization. 

The VA director reminded veterans that only 
those who are retired from the military are eligible 
for treatment at overseas military hospitals and 
clinics.

Certain VA educational benefits are available 
overseas, and the VA will mail compensation and 
pension checks to most foreign countries.

The White House announced today 
that the Department of Labor has 
awarded a $1 Million Demonstration 
Project Grant to the Downriver 
Community Conference. This grant 
will provide a wide variety of ser- 
vices to workers displaced locally by 
permanent plant closings. 

In making the award, Secretary of 
Labor, Ray Marshall, said, “The 
grant announced today should 
enable the Downriver Community 
Conference to assist many of the 
workers in the community. The DCC 
project will provide a valuable 
operational model for dealing with 
workers’ displacement problems.” 

The DCC Economic Readjustment 
Program is designed to provide 
nearly 3000 permanently laid-off 
workers with services aimed at 
securing another full time job. 

The DCC program includes the 
following: 

1. Establishment of a Task Force 
— Local business, labor, 
educational, and community leaders 
have provided significant assistance 
in making this program operational 
in a short 2 month period. 

2. Crisis Emotional Financial 
Information Services — A 24 hour 
"Hotline” provides unemployed 
workers with information, referral 
and counseling in the areas of 
financial problems, family 
problems, credit counseling, 
alcoholism, drug abuse and loss of 
self image 

3. Job Club Services — Unem- 
ployed workers are being assisted in 
preparing resumes, and developing 
interviewing skills. In addition, 
employers are being brought into 
the program offices to meet and 
interview these workers. 

4. Retraining and Relocation — 
Workers will be offered retraining 
programs to teach them new skills in 
growth occupations Where 
necessary, workers will be relocated 
to new jobs. 

DCC Board Chairman, Frank J. 
Lada, stated “As local units of 
government we have used our 
citizens’ tax dollars to invest in 
roads — for our people, invest in 
sewers — for our people, invest in 
polices and fire protection — for our 
people.

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State establishes 
lifeline' utility rate 


A bill recently signed into law will 
establish a “lifeline” rate structure 
for electric companies, according to 
one western Wayne County state 
lawmaker. 

Rep Edward Mahalak (D-38th 
District) said the law sets a basic 
needs block of power, at a lower 
rate, with additional blocks 
becoming more expensive as used. 

The bill should prove beneficial for 
most consumers, since it has been 
estimated that as much as 75 per- 
cent of households will receive 
monthly cost reductions under the 
rate restructuring. The remaining 
household billings will be increased 
to pay for these savings. These 
would be the households which use 
large amounts of energy. However, 
in most cases, the increase would be 
comparatively minor. 

The lifeline rate structure also will 
encourage the conservation of 
energy Mahalak said. 

The change will not take effect 
immediately. The new law requires 
the Michigan Public Service 
Commission to develop and order 
the restructuring of rates. The 
restructuring, to be completed 
within one year, will provide for an 
adequate amount of energy for basic 
household needs at a lowered cost, 
with further economic incentives 
provided to encourage the con- 
servation of energy. 

The restructuring would be in- 
dependent of any pending rate in- 
crease or reduction cases before the 
Public Service Commission and 
would initially maintain, to a 
practicable degree, each affected 
utility’s residential revenues at a 


level collected immedicately before 
the restructuring. 

The legislation requires a periodic 
review and evaluation by the PSC, 
and provides for a reduction in rates 
in proportion to any cost savings 
resulting from energy conservation, 
where applicable. 

In rate restructuring, the PSC is to 
establish two categories for 
residential customers; one based on 
two or fewer residents subject to a 
single electric billing, and a second 
category based on three or more 
such customers. 

A lifeline block (that required to 
meet basic household needs) would 
be established for each category of 
customers which would be the first 
block of energy usage. 

The number of kilowatt hours per 
month in a lifeline block for the first 
category of customers could not be 
less than 350 kilowatt hours (KWH), 
and not less than 500 KWH for the 
second category. 

The PSC will establish a number 
of additional blocks of electricity 
usage beyond the lifeline blocks. 

“The legislation represents a 
compromise agreed upon by in- 
dustry and consumer interests and 
the PSC which give the commission 
specific guidelines for establishing a 
lifeline rate structure for large 
electric utilities," Mahalak said. 
“These guidelines would help to 
ensure that the two major goals of 
such restructuring would be ac- 
complished. Energy for essential 
residential needs will be made 
available at a reasonable rate, and 
energy conservation.

PARKS ORDINANCE 

ARTICLE 1003 

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE AND CONTROL THE USE AND 
OPERATION OF PUBLIC PARKS WITHIN THE CITY OF ROMULUS. 

1003.100 Hours. All parks within the City of Romulus shall be closed between 
the hours of 10: 00 p. m . and 5 : 00 a . m . , except the Rec rea tion Director shall be 
entitled to provide special exceptions thereto for City sponsored functions 
and notice of such special exceptions shall be provided to the Police 
Department by the Recreation Department at least Twenty-four (24) hours 
prior to said special event. 

1003.101 The City Council may grant a waver of the above hours upon request 
for specifically sponsored group activities by City or community groups 
showing good cause before the City Council. 

1003.201 Preservation of The Parks . No person shall injure, deface, damage 
or destroy any part of the parks, or any building, sign, equipment or other 
property found therein, or any tree, shrub, or flower in said parks. 

(a) It shall be unlawful to remove any turf, tree, flower, shrub, rock or 
other mineral from any public park. 

(b) In addition to the penalties provided in this Ordinance for violating its 
provision, any person convicted of an act of vandalism within any public 
park or recreational area shall be liable to the City or public agency for an 
amount equal to three (3) times the total amount of the damage as shall be 
determined by a court of competent jurisdiction. 

(c) In every case of conviction for the offenses herein prohibited, the Court 
before which such conviction shall be obtained shall enter a judgment in 
favor of the City or other public agency and against the defendant or 
defendants for liquidated damages in a sum as provided in Section 
1003.201(b). The City or other public agency shall, with the assistance of the 
City Attorney, collect the judgment in the manner or manners provided by 
law. If two (2) or more defendants shall be convicted of the vandalism, the 
judgment for damages shall be entered against them jointly and severally 
If the defendant is a minor, the judgment shall be entered against both the 
defendant and his parents, or legal guardian. 

1003.202 Garbage, Sewage Refuse Etc. No person shall deposit or dump 
earth, garbage, sewage, refuse or other noxious material in the parks except 
in the receptacles provided for such purposes. 

1003.203 Camping. No person shall be allowed to camp in any park without a 
license. 

1003.204 Fires . No person shall start a fire in any park except in approved 
receptacles designed for the purpose of cooking. All fires shall be put out by 
the person or persons starting same before leaving the immediate vicinity of 
the fire. 

1003.205 Commercial Enterprises . No person shall sell, offer for sale, 
distribute or solicit any article, property or priviledge within the parks 
without a special license. No person to whom park property or equipment 
has been entrusted for personal use shall hire, lease, or let out the same to 
any other person. 

1003.206 Hunting . No person shall hunt, pursue with dogs, trap or in any way 
molest wild birds or animals within the limits of the park. 

1003.207 Gambling . Gambling in the parks is prohibited. 

1003.208 Disorderly Conduct. No persons or group of persons shall indulge 
any drunken, loud, boisterous disorderly or indecent conduct, nor shall any 
person or group of persons engage in any activity endangering, annoying or 
embarrassing other persons, or disturb the peace and tranquility or good 
order of the community within and surrounding any City park. 

(a) No person or group of persons shall create or cause of public 
disturbance or annoyance in any park by causing unreasonable and of- 
fensively loud noise to be emitted by the use of electronic or other noise 
reproducing or amplifying equipment. 

1003.209 Firearms and Explosives . No person, except officers of the law or 
employed so authorized by the Fire Marshall or the approved law en- 
forcement agency, shall carry firearms or any missile-propelling device of 
any description, fireworks or explosive substances within the parks without 
written permit from the Council. 

1003 .21 0 Snowmobiles and Mini-Rike?v Operation of snowmobiles and mini- 
bikes except where provided are prohibited in all public parks in the City. 

1003.211 Animals. No person shall bring into the parks a cat or other animal 
destructive of birds or other wild life Dogs, shall not be brought into the 
park unless restrained by a leash not more than six (6) feet in length. Horses 
are prohibited unless bridle paths are present or being ridden by Mounted 
Police Officers The running at large, herding, grazing or driving of 
livestock of any kind is prohibited 

1003.212 Signs No person shall expose, distribute or place any sign, ad- 
vertisement, circular, notice or statement, or display any banner, emblem 
or design without a special written permit from the Clerk, except temporary 
directional posters or banners to assist in the assembling of picnics or other 
recreational groups. 

1003.300 Penalty. Any person who violates these rules and regulations shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine not to exceed Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars or Ninety (90) days in jail or both. 

1003.301 Should any portion of this Ordinance be held invalid for any reason, 
such holding shall not be construed as affecting the validity of any of the 
remaining portions of this Ordinance. 

1003.302 This Ordinance shall become effective immediately upon 
publication.

It was an O. Henry sort of story. More 
like "The Last Leaf" than "The Story of 
the Magi”. 

It is a sad story that the letter contained 
in "To Whom It May Concern" envelope 
held; a story about a brown-eyed, pretty 
19-year-old Westland brunette. 

And, as I write this I still don't know if 
she committed suicide. I hope not. I pray 
not. 

The Westland police do not have any 
record of a "suicide run". They said they 
would investigate The letter that reached 
my desk — and quickly forwarded to the 
police — told of a young Wayne Memorial 
graduate who had a lot to live for. 

But, in the girl’s words — "couldn’t cope 
with the fact of her child not having a 
father. So on the proceeding day Aug. 13, 
she committed suicide by taking an 
overdose of drugs and drinking vodka and 
whiskey." 

The letter describes a very intelligent 
young lady who had good grades in school, 
who particpated in athletics and took part 
in community affairs. A girl who cared, 
and, unfortunately, loved without being 
loved. 

She cried for help — and no one heard 
her. 

The envelope that contained the 
distressing news also contained a photo. It 
showed a young lady in a sweater, a 
necklace, and a girl with a bright smile. It 
didn’t show a girl in distress. 

The girl reminds me of "Johnsy" in the 
classic O. Henry story of the sick young 
lady who thought she would die when "The 
Last Leaf" fell from a tree in the cour- 
tyard. Johnsy didn’t die thanks to a 
painter, "Old Behrman" who, although 
sick, went into the courtyard during a 
snow storm and painted a last leaf on the 
tree. That leaf, of course, withstood the 
storm. 

The leaf was so real that Johnsy began to 
believe in miracles. She became strong, 
and eventually recovered. 

I hope the young lady who sent us the 
suicide note didn’t carry out her threat. I 
hope she reads this column. I hope she 
reads O Henry and about Johnsy. 

The world can be cruel, but it also can be 
beautiful. 

If you want it to be. 



Epilogue 

According to Westland Police Chief 
William Reehlin. the Detroit News also 
was the recipient of a similar /‘suicide 
note." 

"The News asked us questions about the 
note," Chief Reehlin said, "and we told 
them the same thing we told you — we 
didn’t have a report on any suicide." 

Maybe someone is playing a prank. 

A morbid one at that.

Kurt, 15, 
smiles at an older woman seated 
across the table. "She means a lot to 
me," he says softly. "She helps with 
my school work and listens to my 
problems." 

Sixteen-year-old Steve interrupts, 
"And my grandma is always around 
to keep me company in case I’m 
depressed. She’s always happy — 
and that makes me feel happy too." 

Kevin, 17, can hardly wait to add, 
“The grandparents fill an empty 
space. They express affection, they 
show they care. And if they don’t 
care," he says, eyes twinkling, 
"they do a good job of foolin’ 
everybody!" 

The older Americans receiving 
this lavish praise are not grand- 
parents in the usual sense. They are 
Foster Grandparents — low-income 
seniors who volunteer their skills 
and affection to children with 
special needs 

Through ACTION, the federal 
volunteer serice agency that ad- 
ministers the Foster Grandparent 
Program (FGP>, Foster Grand- 
parents serve four hours a day, five

days a week They are assigned to 
children who are mentally retarded, 
physically handicapped or suffer 
sight or hearing impairment, a 
language disorder or a specific 
learning disability. They also serve 
children who have been abused or 
neglected, juvenile offenders and 
those in need of foster care. 

TTiis month, 17,600 Foster Grand- 
parents will celebrate the 15th an- 
niversary of the program. Regional 
observances have been planned 
throughout the country and AC- 
TION’S Older Americans Volunteer 
Programs is honoring the 92 Foster 
Grandparents who have been with 
the program for the full 15 years 
with a series of events in 
Washington, D.C. 

When the program was designed 
in 1965, the benefits to the grand- 
parents as well as to their grand- 
children became immediately ap- 
parent. The enthusiastic seniors 
threw away their canes, sometimes 
literally, and recommitted them- 
selves to living. 

Aples Summers, 76, who is 
assigned to the Fresno, Calif., 
County Juvenile Hall, maintinas, "If 
wedidn’t have this program, I would 
dry up like an old shoe." And in 
Minneapolis, Minn, at the Northside 


Child Development Center, 71-year- 
old Russell Meldrum, notes, "These 
children have given me new life." 

In return for their service, Foster 
Grandparents receive a small 
stipend, transportation to and from 
their assignments and a daily hot 
meal. "It happens all the time," 
FGP project director Sandra 
Sullivan of Hammond, La points 
out "An elderly persoh usually 
comes into this program hoping to 
earn a little money and to enjoy the 
company of co-workers. Once 
they’re here, though, they’re 
hooked. They go home with a heart 
full of love for the children." 

Credit for the Foster Grandparent 
Program concept can be shared by 
the Office of Economic Opportunity 
(OEO) and the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW). The program was initially 
funded by OEO and administered by 
HEW from its beginning in 1965 until 
1969 In 1969. the FGP was tran- 
sferred to the Administration on 
Aging at HEW through the 1969 
amendments to the Older 
Americans Act. 

JVenty-one projects were funded 
the first year By 1966, 33 projects 
were operating in 27 states with 782 
grandparents reporting daily to the 


institutions where they cared for 
their grandchildren. 

In 1971, ACTION — the umbrella 
agency which brought together 
existing federal volunteer programs 
including the Peace Corps, VISTA 
and the Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program — welcomed FGP into the 
fold. 

The figures today indicate im- 
pressive growth. Approximately 
17,600 Foster Grandparents serve at 
282 projects in all 50 states, Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands and the 
District of Columbia. Of the original 
21 projects, 20 are still operating. 

The Foster Grandparents at 
Edgemeade recently expressed 
feelings shared by Foster Grand- 
parents across the country'. Helen 
Alexy, 70, who "put my foot down in 
America from Budapest 50 years 
ago," recalls that "I was very 
depressed when my husband died. 
But when I became a Foster 
Grandparent, the children were so 
affectionate to me, I forgot all my 
sorrow. I snapped out of it in two 
weeks." An Edgemeade staff 
member calls Mrs. Alexy "one of the 
sharpest little ladies there is." 

Catherine Diggs, 66, feels that her 
daily visits to Edgemeade "give me 
something to look forward to. There 


are times when you don’t feel like 
going to work. But the boys really 
depend on us and miss us when 
we’re not here. Sometimes they 
won’t talk with anybody but us." 

‘That’s true," reports Beulah 
Wooden. 71. "I had a boy here — 
Sean. He was very shy and the other 
boys picked on him. I had him sit 
with me every day. I saw that boy 
blossom! His disposition changed, 
his attitude changed. Last Christ- 
mas I got one of the nicest cards 
from him. It said, ’If it hadn't been 
for you..." 

"You see, our role here is different 
from the ordinary staff. The boys 
know that we are here to give them 
all the love we can first, and second 
to help them in any way we can. I 
think begin a Foster Grandparent is 
the best thing that's ever happened 
to me in my life," she says staun- 
chly. 

Jim McComb, director of 
Edgemeade, calls himself "a cynic 
about federal programs. So many 
federal programs become products 
of their own bureaucracy. But the 
Foster Grandparent Program is 
truly an exception. It is almost 
faultless, a natural. "When the 
Foster Grandparents first came, we 
weren’t sure what we were going to 


do with them," McComb admits. 
"But we soon discovered that they 
brought a laid back, relaxed manner 
with them I remember one time 
when a youngster was in crisis The 
staff wasn’t sure how to handle it. 
Then a Foster Grandparent walked 
up and just sat dow n next to him and 
said nothing — and in an hour, the 
crisis was over. Some of us learned 
people learned something ’’ 

McComb believes that the Foster 
Grandparents "represent good role 
models. They relate to the boys on a 
different level than the more goal- 
oriented staff does The boys draw 
strength from them; they have a 
settling effect. 

"They offer encouragement, and 
one thing kids need is en- 
couragement — sometimes with 
every math problem The 
phonomenon is that we thought we 
were doing a pretty good job until 
theFoster Grandparents came. Now 
we can honestly say it would be a 
different place, a less successful 
place, without them Among federal 
programs, the Foster Grandparent 
Program stands alone .’’

My families all in different 
states, and I haven't any real 
friends. 1 can’t get anywhere to get 
financial help, because I don’t drive 
Everyone gives me the run around! 

I’ve been physically sick since my 


parents got me, my parents are 
worried but can’t help me, because 
they are retired. I’m a “small town 
hick person”, but moved here with 
my husband, and now I’ve been left 
stranded! Just where do I turn to get 
help, financially, physically and 
emotionally. 

Please give others in my same 
position, something to hang onto!

Teachers ready to go back 


The State Board of Education 
reported today that nearly six out of 
10 Michigan school districts have 
contracts with their teachers for the 
1980-81 school year. 

It is the highest number of 
districts that have had ratified 
teacher contracts a month before 
school is scheduled to start since the 
State Board began monitoring 
teacher-school board negotiations 
In its first Teacher-School Board 
Contract Negotiations Report, the 
State Board said that: 

♦--314 or 59 4 percent of 
Michigan’s 529 school districts have 
ratified teacher contracts for the 
1960-81 school year. 

•—17 or 3.2 percent have tentative 
agreements which must be ratified 
by either the teachers or school 
board or both 


37.4 


•—198 school districts or 
percent still are negotiating. 

State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Phillip E Runkel said 
the 314 districts that have ratified 
contracts will enroll nearly 1.3 
million or nearly two-thirds (66.3 
percent) of the 19 million children 
and youth expected to attend public 
schools next year. 


In addition to Grand Rapids and 
Utica, other large districts still 
negotiating include Warren, Ann 
Arbor, Plymouth, Port Huron, 
Dearborn, Kalamazoo, Bay City, 
Jackson, Portage, Roseville and 
Lapeer. 


Most of the 314 districts reached 
agreement with their teachers on 
two or three-year contracts in 1978 
or 1979 

Runkel said that 22 of Michigan's 
35 largest school districts— including 
Detroit — have teacher contracts. 
The 13 largest districts still 
negotiating include Grand Raoids 
and Utica, the e’s secoond and an( j 
fourth largest nets. 


Fifty-five of the 85 school districts 
in the Detroit metropolitan area— 
Wayne. Oakland and Macomb 
counties— report they have con- 
tracts with their teachers for the 
1980-81 school year. 

“It is our hope that all school 
districts will have ratified contracts 
by the time school starts or 
agreements to continue while 
classes are held,” Runkel said. 

“I am optimistic that we can open 
schools throughout Michigan this 
fall w ithout a single teacher strike.”

Area small businesses 
granted storm relief 


Gov. William G. Milliken said that 
the Small Business Administration 
(SBA) has granted his request for a 
disaster declaration for five 
Michigan counties hard hit by 
thunderstorms and hurricane-force 
winds between July 15 amd 20. 

Milliken, who is preparing an 
appeal of President Carter’s earlier 
rejection of hiS request for a 
Presidential Disaster Declaration 
for 10 southern Michigan counties, 
welcomed the SBA’s announcement, 
saying: 

"I am sure that this program of 
low-interest loans will help in- 
dividuals — homeowners and ren- 
ters, farmers and businesses — cope 
with losses and damage suffered in 
the storms.” 

Tire SBA will lend up to $50,000 for 
uninsured house damage and up to 
$10,000 for damage to contents at 3 
percent interest. 

Businesses unable to get credit 
elsewhere will be able to borrow up 
to $500,000 at 5 percent. Affected will 
be victims in Berrien, Calhoun, 
Jackson, Wayne, Washtenaw and 
adjacent counties. 

Milliken, saying that Michigan 
individuals and governments 
already are iffering the effects of 
the econom storms which have 
struck the ration, reported some 
$130.2 millio i in private damage in 
the July storms. 

Milliken’s request for a 
Presidential Disaster Declaration, 
which would have provided reim- 
bursement to local units of govern- 
ment for cleanup and public safety 
costs, was rejected last week 

“1 am not satisfied with the 
reasons we have been given,” 
Milliken said. "I continue to believe 
our communities are entitled to 
relief from the severe problems they 
experienced, and I continue to hope 
that, after a further review of the 
facts, the President will change his 
mind.” 

Loan applications for physical 
damage may be filed with the SBA 
until the close of business Oct. 14. 
Loan applications for economic 


injury may be filed until the close of 
business May 13, 1981. 

Applications for nonhousing losses 
from agricultural enterprises will be 
filed with the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration (FmHA), and loan 
requests for housing losses for 
agricultural enterprises may be 
filed with either FmHA or the SBA. 

Milliken’s original SBA request 
affected six counties. One of those, 
Cass, was rejected. However, Cass 
County residents will be eligible as 
residents of an adjacent county. 

Since the original SBA request, 
Milliken has received additional 
information regarding crop damage 
in many of the same counties from 
severe weather during the period of 
May 29 through August 3, and filed 
for an SBA agricultural disaster 
declaration to cover crop losses of 
$34.4 million and farm building 
losses of $900,000. 

The counties covered in the 
broader request were Allegan, 
Barry, Berrien, Calhoun, Cass, 
Clinton, Jackson, Kalamazoo, 
Lapeer, Ottawa, St. Joseph, Van 
Buren and Wayne.

A rags to riches 
sports story

From rags to riches. 

Hometown boy makes good and the classic upset are a storied 
part of sports lore. 

Ever since David kayoed Goliath there have been heart-warming 
stories of the underdog, against the greatest of obstacles, coming 
- through to pull off a stunning victory. Hope springs eternal in the 
human breast (I know the original author wrote beast) but nowhere 
does it spring more expectantly than in sports. 

That’s why every so often there’s a story, filled with human 
drama, that tugs at the heart strings. 

Such is the story of the Cowboys, a group of 8 to 11-year-old boys 
playing in the Wayne Grapefruit League. A young, inexperienced 
team made up of several 8- and 9-year-olds in their first year of 
organized baseball, they suffered through a winless 0-14 season this 
summer. Coaching the youthful stalwarts were Kurt Kozma and 
Tim Dowling, a pair of young college age men who played Little 
League in Wayne together and graduated from Wayne Memorial 
High School in 1976. 

Kurt is a graduate of the University of Michigan and received his 
BA degree in psychology and plans to continue his education in 
family therapy. Tim is a senior at Eastern Michigan majoring in 
accounting. Looking at the picture philosophically, the pursuits of 
both coaches helped them greatly. 

Kurt, with his psychology training, could “soothe” the kids after 
a 23-5 drubbing. (Just how much good psychology does at that point 
is questionable, but it’s got to help a little at least). Tim, with his 
accounting skills, could keep track of the other team’s runs to make 
sure the total was correct. 

If I seem to be jesting a little, you’re right. Because, after all, 
isn’t it part of life’s training to learn from our mistakes, practice 
diligently and tackle the foe again in hopes of doing better? If you 
don’t learn to accept the “bitter,” you’ll never learn to enjoy the 
sweet. 

Wayne’s Grapefruit League was comprised of 15 teams in two 
divisions ~ A1 Kaline and Ty Cobb. The Cowboys were in the A1 
Kaline division and occupied the cellar with a lack-luster 0-14 
record, many of their defeats lopsided in nature. Little League is 
a “learning” experience to be sure, but just how much can a 
little fellow learn by watching a parade of opponents dent the 
plate? 

Well, the Cowboys learned quite a bit. After coming close to 
winning a few times during the regular season, the winless 
Cowboys entered the single elimination playoffs with deter- 
mination. Let me pause here briefly to say I can sympathize with 
the Cowboys’ 0-14 record. My middle son played for the Phillies in 
Garden City Little League several years ago and they also ended up 
with an 0-14 slate. 

Kozma encouraged his squad as they entered post-season play. 
Included on the roster were David Chatham, Thomas Eller, Mike 
Foster, John Freese, Shawn Gates, Chris Happner, James Kolusk, 
Brett Maddex, Trent Maddex, Matt Phillips, Ray Phillips, Rodney 
Porter, Mike Rollins, Mike Sutton. Brad West, Jeff Seifert and 
Bobby Wooley. 

In the first playoff game, the 0-14 Cowboys were pitted against 
the 7-7 Spartans, a team that defeated the Cowboys, 11-5, during 
the regular season. This time things were different. Jim Kolusk and 
Mike Rollins combined to pitch a 12-7 win, as no hurler can pitch 
more than three innings in the six-innmg game.

Dr. George Ritter, President of the Michigan Heart Association and a 
cardiologist in Southfield, says if everyone knew the symptoms of heart 
attack - and heeded them - they could reach help in time and perhaps 
live for many more years. 

What ARE those symptoms? What does a heart attack FEEL like? 

. . . An uncomfortable pressure, fullness, squeezing or pain in the 
center of the chest lasting two minutes or more. 

. . . Pain spreading to shoulders, neck or arms. 

. . . Severe pain, dizziness, fainting, sweating, nausea or shortness of 
breath may also occur. 

“If you feel something like this happening to you,” Dr. Ritter said,, 
“or if it happens to someone you’re with, act immediately! Expect 
denial (from the person involved) but don’t let that stop you from get- 
ting help. Call EMS, or get to a hospital emergency room the quickest 
way you can. The old adage, “Better safe than sorry’ couldn’t be truer 
when it comes to heart attack.” 

For further information on heart attack, its symptoms and preven- 
tion. contact the Michigan Heart Association.

If you don’t own a 
boiling water bath 
canner. use a large, 
clean kettle with a rack 
and tight-fitting lid The 
level of the boiling 
water must be one or 
two inches above the top 
of the jars. Boil the 
vegetables for the time
